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Can NU’s football 
team unionize? 
QB testifies in 
first step of effort

Northwestern quarterback Kain Colter at a 
hearing Tuesday detailed a grueling football 
schedule he contends didn’t allow him to pursue 
his dream of becoming an orthopedic surgeon. 

Colter, a senior whose college career is over, 
was the key witness of the College Athletes 
Players Association, a recently formed union 
that filed an election petition in January with 
the National Labor Relations Board. The 
union is seeking to unionize Northwestern 
football players who receive scholarships. 

Before an election can take place, the 
NLRB must decide whether Northwestern 
football players are employees of the universi- 
ty Colter is the only player expected to testily 
before an NLRB hearing officer in Chicago. 
The union is expected to call its second and 
final witness, an economist, on Wednesday 

The hearing is scheduled to continue 
through Friday with Northwestern witnesses 


THE UNIVERSITY’S CASE 

As an employer, the burden falls on 
Northwestern to prove its stance that stu- 
dent-athletes are first, foremost and always 
students as opposed to employees. 

“Frankly, Northwestern has a great deal of 
difficulty understanding why it was chosen 
as a test case,” said Alex Barbour, another 
attorney representing Northwestern, in his 
opening statements Tuesday. 

“The reality is that Northwestern is not a 
football factory. It is first and foremost a pre- 
mier academic institution. Student-athletes 
receive a world-class education, free tutoring 
services, core academic advice and personal 
and career development opportunity,” he said. 


taking the stand after the economist. The 
school declined to name its witnesses. 

Colter said he tried to meet class require- 
ments needed to apply to medical school, but 
he was unable to do so because he couldn’t 


miss football practice or related activities 
such as workouts and meetings. 

As a result, he said, he switched to psychol- 
ogy a major that allowed him to succeed aca- 
demically and meet his football obligations. 

“It truly is a job,” Colter said. “There is no 
way around it.” 

In exchange for his labor. Colter said he 
receives about $75,000 in compensation, 
including tuition and a monthly stipend for 
room and board. The figure, he said, was in a 
form Northwestern sent to his parents. 

During cross examination, Anna Wermuth, 
an attorney representing Northwestern, 
asked Colter if he received a check from the 
university to pay for his tuition. 

“The university pays itself,” Colter said. 

Wermuth asked if he paid taxes on the sti- 
pend or the tuition money 

“I have no idea,” said Colter, who kept calm 
during the more than five hours of detailed 


questions from attorneys on both sides. 

Wermuth pressed further and asked if he 
signed the tax returns. Colter told her that his 
mother files his taxes. 

When asked if he thought there was noth- 
ing educational about playing football. Colter 
said he learned human values, but football 
didn’t help him learn chemistry 

“It made it a lot harder,” he said. 

At the end of her cross examination, Wer- 
muth asked Colter if he understood that 
Northwestern “standing alone” has no control 
over what the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association requires. Furthermore, she said, 
as an employee of Northwestern he would 
have no right to bargain with the NCAA. 

“There are a lot of things we can negotiate 
through Northwestern,” Colter said, adding 
that the union could bargain with Northwest- 
ern over medical coverage and financial aid 
that is longer than four years.

ABOUT TO JUMP 
ONTHEBITCOIN 
BANDWAGON?

About 40 people gathered on a subzero day 
in early January to eat pizza and drink beer at 
Atlas Brewery in Lincoln Park. Most of them 
left without paying a dime. 

It was a trial run for the brewery to accept 
Bitcoin, a digital currency that’s an alter- 
native to cash and credit. At the end of the 
night, the final tab for food and beer came 
out to 0.5960 bitcoin (or BTC, the standard 
abbreviation for bitcoin), the equivalent of 
about $500 cash given the exchange rate at 
the time. It was an event organized by Jona- 
than Solomon, a 28 -year-old entrepreneur 
who has joined the ranks of Bitcoin advocates 
trying to cash in on the new digital currency 

If you don’t know what Bitcoin is, you’re in 
the majority Though it’s been around since 
2009, the concept of a completely digital cur- 
rency that can be exchanged for goods and 
services is new. Though bitcoins can be ex- 
changed for U.S. dollars or other traditional 
currencies, it is entirely digital, and has no 
physical manifestations — nothing that can be 
stuffed into a wallet. It’s difficult to estimate 
exactly how many users Bitcoin has, though 
the number of users of just one Bitcoin “wal- 
let” application used to store bitcoins jumped 
from less than 200,000 in February 2013 to 
more than i.i million last month. 

“This is sort of a new thing here, it’s just 
starting to catch on,” Solomon said. ‘A lot of 
people have gotten into it in the past three to 
six months.” 

Bitcoin has, in fact, made a splash locally 
and nationally in recent months. In January 
the Chicago Sun-Times announced a 24-hour 
experiment offering readers a chance to by- 
pass paid portions of its website in exchange 
for a bitcoin donation. A handful of Chicago 
businesses also have begun accepting the 
currency as payment, including Pilsen-based 
screen printers Booshworks, beer tour guides 
Chicago Beer Experience and even a one-man 
Christmas tree delivery service. Plans for a 
bitcoin ATM are in the works for Chicago, as 
well as other cities such as Austin and Seattle, 
and larger online retailers like Overstock, Tar- 
get and Amazon also have adopted it. 


But there are risks inherent with bitcoin 
use. The federal government has no oversight 
over Bitcoin, meaning bitcoin funds don’t 
have protections that standard bank accounts 
do. Because of the currency’s structure and 
relative novelty, a single bitcoin’s value can 
fluctuate hundreds of dollars in a single day 
In December, when the Chinese government 
reportedly warned against their use, the value 
of a single bitcoin tanked from about $1,200 
to less than $600 in less than a day 

Bitcoin’s value is largely influenced by sup- 
ply and demand, as well as speculation. While 
there are some highly tech-heavy ways of ob- 
taining them, the easiest and most common 


way is through trading for goods or services. 

That’s exactly how entrepreneur Nick 
Wesley increased the size of his digital wallet 
in December. Twenty percent of the 23 -year- 
old suburban LaGrange resident’s Christmas 
tree delivery service— about 50 orders in 
all— was dealt in Bitcoin. He ended up mak- 
ing about $600 worth of BTC. 

“There’s a lot of people that just want to 
support the ecosystem,” he said. “I want to 
make an effort to find Bitcoin merchants and 
pay them in bitcoins.” 

Why would any business, whether it’s a 
small operation like Wesley’s or a brick-and- 
mortar retailer, want to deal with them? 


There are advantages. For one, transaction 
fees from credit cards can be bypassed. Addi- 
tionally, for an entrepreneur like Wesley, the 
value of the bitcoin pile can increase. Given 
the fluctuations of the Bitcoin market, the 
Bitcoin “savings” could increase dramatically 

Wesley said he’s followed Bitcoin since 
its beginning, but has only recently made an 
effort to collect bitcoins. Like most Bitcoin 
users, he won’t discuss exactly how many 
bitcoins he has. It’s a question akin to ask- 
ing someone how much money they have in 
their bank account. 

Wesley also was among the Atlas Brewing 
crowd Jan. 7, the night the brewery tested

The 
site suggests using trusted providers 
and doing research before choosing a 
digital wallet, exchange or any other pro- 
vider that deals in Bitcoin.

# Bitcoin itself describes the 
currency as a “high-risk asset.” In 
December, a single bitcoin worth $1,242 
in the morning tanked to less than $600 
at the end of the day, on news that an 
exchange in China would no longer be 
accepting payments. 


3 No take backs. With Bitcoin, 

payments are irreversible, 

# which is risky. A typo in an ad- 
dress to another Bitcoin customer could 
cause the wrong person to be paid, 
and merchandise purchased can’t be 
refunded. 


4 There’s not a lot of 

anonymity. All Bitcoin bal- 
# ances and transactions are 
permanently stored on a public net- 
work. If someone knows your Bitcoin 
address, he or she can see your current 
balance and your purchases. It is pos- 
sible, and recommended, that a new 
address be obtained for each transac- 
tion, which is possible through available 
software. Third-party software claiming 
to increase anonymity also is available.

5 Transactions are Instant. 

Unlike a bank, where it 
# may take some time to 
withdraw funds, bitcoins are ex- 
tracted nearly instantaneously and 
confirmed within minutes. Bitcoin 
warns there is a possibility that 
someone could pay you and reverse 
the payment in that short window. 

At least one confirmation of pay- 
ment is recommended. 


6 Uncle Sam. Even though 
it’s not cash, bitcoins 
# aren’t exempt from taxes. 
Depending on what state or country 
Bitcoins are used in, you may still be li- 
able for income, sales and other taxes. 



So you want to Bitcoin?

out Bitcoin. He spent about $15 (a very small 
fraction of one bitcoin, which, while varying 
in value, hovers around $800) on a few beers 
during the meetup. 

‘^A.s a merchant, I don’t really care how you 
pay, I just want {you} to be happy,” said Steve 
Soble, one of the owners of Atlas. 

Soble said Solomon approached him about 
the concept late last year. Though he wasn’t 
keen on the idea at first, he said he is planning 
another night for the Bitcoin crowd at Atlas. 

“There’s such interest in this,” he said. 
“There are a lot of people in the community 
that are fascinated by where this Bitcoin 
thing is going.” 

The youth of Bitcoin as a currency was ap- 
parent in the way Soble was paid that night. 
First, all Bitcoin users had to transfer the 
proper amount of bitcoin into Solomon’s 
account via a service called Coinbase. Once 


the transactions were complete, Solomon 
paid Soble in U.S. dollars for the total of the 
bill. Normally, this could be risky If Solomon 
didn’t pay Soble immediately, the value of a 
bitcoin could fluctuate and Soble, the mid- 
dleman, could have lost out on money 

It’s a problem Solomon is trying to solve. 
He’s founded Chicago Mint Merchant Tools, 
a company he is hoping will get more retail 
shops and restaurants to use Bitcoin for pay- 
ment. The advantages, he said, are fewer 
transaction fees as opposed to credit cards, 
as well as a more convenient payment meth- 
od for the customer. There is hesitation, but 
as an early adopter, Solomon sees it as a tech- 
nology that’s just not fully understood yet. 

“People asked ‘Why would you need the 
Internet if you have a fax machine?’ in the 
’90s,” he said.

1 . Read up on the subject, and know that 
there are risks. Bitcoin is hardly a sav- 
ings account, so it’s best to brush up on 
the subject before handing over a dime. 
Remember: The “Bitcoin Crash of 2013” 
in December saw the value of a bitcoin 
crash by almost half in a single day. 

2 . Once you’re comfortable with the 
subject, obtain a digital wallet. Think of 
it like your bank account: It’s what will 
hold bitcoins once you eventually get 
them. It allows you to both pay and ac- 
cept bitcoin payments from other users, 
and Bitcoin makes recommended wal- 
let services available on its website. 

3 . So you have a wallet, but it’s empty. 
You have two options: sell a good or 
perform a service for someone who 


already has bitcoins, or use an ex- 
change. Exchanges connect to your 
bank account and allow you to convert 
cash to BTC. Many charge a fee for 
transfers to and from Bitcoin, and it’s 
good to keep in mind that the price of 
bitcoins can range wildly. Government 
warnings, speculation and supply and 
demand all factor into their value. 

4 . Spend. Now that you have BTC in 
your digital wallet, you can find Chicago 
retailers, online shops like overstock, 
com or service providers that accept 
bitcoins as payment. Additionally, using 
a mobile app, bitcoins can be trans- 
ferred from person to person by taking 
a picture of a digital code on a phone.

It helped get my life 
back on track and helped me evaluate deci- 
sions I’d made in previous years. I learned 
to not be afraid to live or to take chances. It 
was the perfect way to figure out what kind 
of human being I am and what I want and 
don’t want out of life. 

Your songs tend to reference very specific 
states and cities and even neighborhoods.
